The association also favors laws prohib­ 
iting concealed w eapons — and on this 
a strong point can be m ade. It should be

wrong-doing and punishable as such.

chines, which disappeared when posses­ 
sion itself was m ad e illegal. It is the 
wrinkle in Ohio’s anti-narcotics law that 
gives this state relative imm unity to 
the

m enace. It is not only the use but 
the possession that constitutes a crime. 
Possession of a concealed gun should be 
a crime. 
If this were done in connection with 
tougher laws about obtaining guns, the 
public conscience would be satisfied.

one is trying to take guns away 
from 
people who have valid reasons for 
owning them and a sense of responsibility 
about using them.

Colombia refused to ratify the

was successful in seizing a strip 
of territory. President Theodore 
Roosevelt immediately extended 
recognition and m ade an agree­ 
ment with the new P an am a Re­ 
public to allow the canal to be 
built. 


FT WASN’T until 1921 that the 
United States paid an indemnity 
of $25 million to Colombia and

over the unfortunate episode

Twenty - five percent of all 
freight moved bv trucks in this 


country is hauled “ illegally by 
slick operators disguised by a 
cloak of legitimacy,” an officer 


of Y E L P Service, Inc., told the 


Rotary Club Tuesday in t h e 
Travelers Hotel. 


Illegal hauling by trucks con­ 


stitutes the No. I problem for 


regulated carriers, and such op­ 


erations have grown better than 
75 per cent since 1959. Alvin T. 
Babb, vice president - secre­ 


tary of the city concern de­ 
clared. 


USING cover - up gimmicks 


to avoid arrest, the illegal car­ 
riers 
manage 
to evade 
the 
heavy state and federal taxes 
imposed on common carriers, 
fail to maintain their equipment 
safely and properly leading to 
accidents, and pick freight hauls 
at their convenience to charge 
25 to 6ft per cent below the 
legal rates, Babb told the club. 


A survey by the Wall Street 
Journal disclosed that 25 per 
cent of all freight hauled by 
trucks is moved illegally, while 
the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission figures it at 35 per cont, 
he added. 
Bahb classified illegal haul­ 
ing techniques into four groups; 
operators who haul legal exempt 
goods one way, then pick up 
an illegal load in the reverse 
direction; certified carriers op­ 
erating outside of their author­ 
ity, illegal-for-hire trucking dis­ 
guised as private carriage, and 
illegal - for - hire trucking dis­ 
guised as legitimate exempt 
group activity, such as co-ops. 


HE EXPLAIN ED the rn a i n 
reason for the great increase in 
j illegal hauling by truck “ seems 
to be in the inability of regula­ 
tory bodies to maintain the ne­ 
cessary personnel to make the 
1 citations and arrests.” 
“ Illegal truckers just don't 
fade away, they keep on oper­ 
ating.” he 
said. "One Florida 
trucker was arrested 31 times 
since 1955; he just pays his fines 
then starts all over again ” 
Such unauthorized practices 
weaken the trucking industry 
and cause the federal and state

Bargain Plan 
Offered For 
Parking Tags 


It’s not a January Wh i t e 
Sale, but the savings are just 
as rewarding 
Municipal Judge Samuel M 
Chertoff today offered a “ bar­ 
gain plan” under which motor­ 
ists holding an accumulation of 
old parking tickets may settle 
for less than the usual penalty 
—provided payment is made by 
Jan. 31. 
In the case of motorists cited 
to court 
on 
warrants, 
t h e 
judges standard policy has 
been to assess a fine of $10 and 
$7.50 costs on each ticket, plus 
$2 for each additional ticket. 
In an effort to reduce t h e 
backlog of old tickets held by 
“ Meter Maids.” the policy will 
be changed through Jan. 31 to 
allow cited drivers to settle ad­ 
ditional tickets for $1 — a sav­ 
ing of $1 for each ticket after 
the first, the judge said. 
He announced the new policy 
from the bench and applied it 
for the first time in the case 
of a Chester woman who was 
haled before him on two war­ 
rants accusing her of ignoring a 
total of 31 tickets. 
Mrs 
Suzanne Merchant, 441 
Indiana Ave.. Chester, paid a 
total of $65 under the new pol­ 
icy. 
At the former rate, h er 
penalty would have totaled $92 
Mrs. Merchant pleaded guilty 
to both charges. In the first, 
she was accused specifically of 
a violation on April 6. 1962. At­ 
tached to the affidavit were 20 
additional tickets. In the second 
charge, she was accused of a 
violation on Feb. 8. 1962. Nine 
more tickets were attached She 
was fined $31 and costs on the 
first charge and $19 and costs 
on the second. 
Police said Mrs. Merchant is 
employed at an East Liverpool 
physician's office. 
Queried by the court, the de­ 
fendant said she did not know 
of the accumulation of tickets. 
She said the car is registered 
in her name, but is used by 
her brother.

that, the court will resort to 
the old policy.” 
The judge said he will request 
the “ Meter Maid” office to ex­ 
pedite processing of old ticket 
cases so that as many as pos­ 
sible can be cleared up under 
the bargain plan.

To Approve 2 Measures

- T h e 
first two bills to reach voting 
stage in the 1964 West Virginia 
Legislature were expected to 
win easy House passage today, 
but they were overshadowed by 
pending House amendment ac­ 
tion on the bill to prolong a 
sales tax increase. 
In position to come up for 
House passage tomorrow if they 
cleared amendment stage today 
were a nair of companion tax 
hills which C.ov. W. VV. Barron 
asked the lawmakers to pass. 
One would continue another 
year the increase from 2 to 3 
per cent in the retail sales tax 
on sales over $1. It would be the 
fourth extension of the increase, 
first voted in 1961 and n o w 
scheduled to expire June 30. 
The other hill would prolong 
for another year a correspond­ 
ing increase in the use tax, a 
sales 
levy 
on 
merchandise 
bought outside the state. 
Expected to liven House pro­ 
ceedings today was a planned 
Republican attempt to amend 
the bill to remove the sales fax 
from groceries and prescribed 
drugs. 
Some 
b o rd e r-countv 
Democrats were likely to join 
the Republicans. Several such 
attempts have failed in the past 
three years. 
The bills up for House pa* 
sage today would enable West 
Virginia to take part in t h e 
Southern 
Interstate 
Nuclear 
Compact and provide the me­ 
chanics for a statewide referen­ 
dum on a $200-million road bond 
issue in the November election 
Tile 1963 Legislature adopted 
the resolution to submit the con-! 
stitutional amendment for the 
road bond issue to the voters 
this year. The pending bill is 
simply 
an 
enabling 
measure1 


'covering details of getting the 
issue on the ballot. 
Yesterday, Del Caille Tsapis, 
D-Hancock, tried unsuccessfully 
to change the title by which the 
amendment will appear on the 
ballot. 
The bill provides for the title 
“ Better R o a d s Amendment” . 
Miss Tsapis, a Weirton attor­ 
ney, said she did not oppose 
the bond issue but added that 
she thought this title amounted 
to “ perpetrating a fraud” on 
the voters. 
She argued that the amend­ 
ment should appear on the bal­ 
lot by a title which will “ give 
the people a chance to know 
what they are voting on.” 
Accordingly, 
she 
proposed 
changing the title to ‘ $200-Mil- 
lion Road Bond Amendment” , 
but this was voted down 60-34 
Ratification of the amendment 
by the voters would give the 
legislature power to authorize 
issuance of up to $200 million 
worth of road bonds over a 10- 
year period Not more than $20 
million worth could be issued 
any one year. Ratification also 
would cancel authority for issu­ 
ance of further bonds under a 
continuing 
$50-million authori­ 
zation which dates back to 1920

Amendment action was pend­ 
ing in the Senate today on two 
bills. One was a revision of state 
adoption laws. The other would 
authorize participation in group 
health, life and hospital insur­ 
ance plans bv Department of 
Employment Security employes 
who are paid entirely from fed­ 
eral funds. 
Tonight the senators and dele­ 
gates and their wives will be 
guests of Gov. and Mrs. Barron 
at the annual legislative recep­ 
tion at the executive mansion.
